Reaffirms 
Fundamental Laws 
On Marriage 


ROME, Jan. S. 
A stern warn­ 
ing to the Christian world to take 
heed of its mad pace and turn back 
into the paths of divine law was 
pronounced today by Pope Pius XI 
fn his eagerly awaited encyclical 
on marriage. 
The document, explaining with 
evident 
regret 
that 
since 
even 
among the faithful pernicious mis­ 
takes were being mad** and "de­ 
praved anti perverted customs ac­ 
quired,” the Vatican deemed It ne. 
cessary to raise it a voice to warn 
Ka flocks away from these pois­ 
oned pastures. 
The encyclical 
in 
its entirety 
harks 
back 
to the 
fundamental 
marriage law elaborately put forth 
in the encyclical of I ani XIII which 
refutes 
divorce 
and 
emphasizes 
that only by continence within the 
married state can families be lim­ 
ited without transgressing the di­ 
vine law. 
Pope Pius XI's encyclical is in 
three parts, the indissolubility of 
divine marriage fg affirmed in the

Decker, chief engineer a* the state 
hospital. 
Weisenberger came to the Ohio 
Penitentiary on December 6, 1923, 
for the slaying of "Mississippi * 
McClain, reputed Cincinnati gang­ 
ster, during a theater holdup. 
Ile 
was made a trusty in 1926 and 
Governor Cooper recently t otnniut- 
ed his sentence in order that he 
would ii*- eligible for parole at the 
January meeting ut the Ohio board 
oi clemency. 
The prisoner is alleged to have
